DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The exact structure of the claimed invention is not clearly defined. For example, in claim 21 , only a portion 
of a sidewall of the first trench isolation region need be void of a nitride liner, implying that the remaining 
portion may have a nitride liner. Similarly, a portion of the second sidewall of a second trench isolation 
region may have a nitride liner. 

Consequently, it appears that both trench isolation regions may have a partial nitride liner on 
some undefined part of the respective sidewalls. As such, it is not clear how these two different trench 
isolation regions are actually distinguished from each other, and structurally different. 

Similarly, with respect to claim 32, it appears that both sidewalls may have partial nitride liners, or 
the first sidewall may have none at all, and the second sidewall may have a partial nitride liner, or the first 
sidewall may have no nitride liner and the second sidewall may be completely covered with a nitride layer. 

As such, the exact structure of the overall invention is not clearly understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-40 are rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Mandelman in view of Divakaruni, Puchner, Rengarajan and Mukai, all of record, for the reasons
